Under these provisions, it is held, 
farm loan bonds may be made to 
m ature 30 years from 1919. Since 
farm ioaiis mature the same time as 
the bonds, the amortization ueriod 
under the law can be only 30 years 
from 1919, and not from 1923 or any 
other year. Loans made in 1923 must 
mature in 27 years, it is therefore 
held.

When it comes to m oney m aking, life is either a feast or 
a fam ine. 
There seem s to be no half-way point, over any 
extended period of tim e. 
Colonel Leonard W. A yres, statistician, has recently 
shown that in the !;ist 60 years two out of every five years 
were periods of serious liusiness depression. 
It’s about tim e we took this up as our basic problem of 
econom ics. 
From it, sprout nearly all th e other serious 
lii’oblems. 
. 


A favorite chant of the liusiness experts is that business 
runs in cycles— up and down, like waves. 
Prices rise to a 
certain high point, then topple and slump far below normal, 
then up, again down, and .so on, generation after generation. 
Eusine.s.s' failurc.s, 
industrial 
activity 
and 
all 
other 
branches of our common system of “earning a living’’ rise 
and fall in sim ilar cycles or w aves. 
'rhe econom ists iioint out that all this is follow ing a nat­ 
ural law of cycles— that depression follow.s prosperity the 
sam e as winter follows sum m er. 
The industrial system , however, which we have per­ 
m itted to enslave us, is not a natural system , .speaking in a 
broad sense. 
It is a system entirely created by man. 
And, 
therefore, it .should be entirely responsive to man, ab.solutely 
under his control. 
Certain natural elem ents creep in, such as crop failure.s 
or abnormally large crops. 
But these could be taken care 
of som e way. 
Certainly they should not disrupt our whole 
economic machinery. 
Panics often are blammed on over-production. 
But over­ 
production. in the last analysis, is an im possibiltiy. 
The real 
trouble is that our sy.stem of distribution breaks down. 


Maj’be the perm anent elim ination of hard lime.s would 
require gigantic undertakings by the national and state gov­ 
ernm ents. 
That is, givin g the arm ies of unemployed work 
at road-making, irrigation and other engineering pro.jects. 
•, Or the solution may be in stabilizing the value of the 
dollar. 
Again, it m ight be in periodical price regulation. 
Think it over. 
H ave you a plan? 
Think th is over, also: 
W e have become so accustom ed to hard tim es as a reaction 
from prosperity, that m aybe w e have hypnotized ourselves 
into expecting them.

“ WHY IS A COW TESTING ASSO­ 
CIATION?” 
Editor The Tribune; 
Since the organization of the Bis­ 
marck 
Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ 
-Vssoeiation in the early spring of 
last .vear, a jconsideraiile 
interest 
has hern manifested in the Bismarck 
Associitioii in imrticular and in Cow 
Test Associations 
in general. 
Be­ 
lieving that the majority of dairy 
farm ers of 
Burleigh county 
are 
perhaps somewhat familiar with the 
purpo.se and Modus 
Opprandi 
of 
Cow 
Test Association 
the 
w riter 
will endeavor to present the gener­ 
ally accepted purpose and method 
of operation. 
' 
The purposes of a Cow Testing 
Association are numerous and vary 
somewhat, in detail however, it is 
unnecessary to enter into a detail 
discussion, but rather a broad com­ 
prehensive view of association work 
is desirable. 
I. 
The primary purpose of .a Cow 
Test Association is of 
course 
to 
furnish 
reliable data on the pro­ 
duction of each cow in the herd in 
terms of pounds of milk and butter- 
fat. Each cow’s milk is tested for 
I'ulterfat, two milkings per month 
by the official Association 
Tester 
or Superintendent, and 
from 
the 
milk sheet kept by the owner and 
the test • f the two milkings, the 
pounds of butterfat the cow pro- 
uuced dur'ng the month is computed 
and together with cost of produc­ 
tion data, entered in the owner's 
"Herd Record Book.” 
it is entirely possible 
for 
any 
dairyman to arrive at the milk p ro ­ 
duction of each cow in 
his 
herd 
without the aid of a "tester,” but 
the important part of the milk, the 
butterfat cannot bo determined sa t­ 
isfactorily without the aid of the 
Babcock test and a trained operator. 
To illustrate this point Rose, a grade 
Holiitein 1005 pounds milk in one 
month 
while Grace, another grade 
Holstein produced only 847 pounds 
of milk during the same 
month. 
W ithout knowing what per cent b ut­ 
terfat each cow Rested we would na­ 
turally conclude th at Rose was 
the 
higher producer, 
however, 
Rose’s 
milk tested 3.1% that month 
and 
Grace’s milk tested 4.37o. Multiply­ 
ing 1005 by 3.1% we find th at Rose 
produced 31.2 pounds butterfat for 
the month and by the same process 
we will see that Ggacc produced 36.4 
pounds fat, entitling h e r 
to 
high 
place for th at m onth’s production. 
Cost of production 
figures 
are 
usually the greatest surprise 
that 
the new member gets, he invariable 
finds 
that “poor" or unprofitable 
cows are eaUng ju st as much as his 
best 
producers—and 
usually 
he 
finds th at there are cows in his 
herd who fail to pay for th eir feed. 
In the example noted in thd pre­ 
ceding paragraph, Rose actually con­ 
sumed more feed than Grace—and 
returned less money from the sale 
of butterfat. The figures on both 
of these cows by the way are taken 
from the records of /the Lake Coun- 
X y Association, No. 1, Lake County, 
Illinois and are not im aginary by 
any means.

It is usual to find in addition to 
overfeeding light 
producers 
and 
underfeeding heavy ones, that the 
cows are being fed an unbul.mced 
raiton th at is much more expensive 
ill p s p e e t to the results obtained 
than a balanced one would 
have 
been. Bear in mind however, 
that 
members are not hound to adhpt 
practices th at seem 
unreasonable 
to them such is not the ■ spirit of 
association work, the Superintend­ 
en t’s duty is to talk m atters over 
with the owner and 
advise such 
practices as he , deeips 
advisable, 
and the'ow ner may or may not take 
advantage of thjs advice, as he secs 
fit. The Superintendent being al­ 
ways an educational agent—never 
an executive in. the full sense of 
the wdrd. 
In improving methods of careandr 
management, the' owners height^'- 
c d ' interest 'in taking care of his 
cows 'in such a way as to produce 
the best results under his particular 
e ^ d itio n s , is the > prim ary ..factor;'

the 
calves, who will play a prominent 
part in the future herd, will be uni- 
Tii; m and surpa.ss their dams lioth 
in tyjie and production. 
A Cow 
Teat Association makes it extrem e­ 
ly easy for four qr five men to buy 
anci .conwpl a pure bred sire, co­ 
operatively. a plan th at will cost 
each man less than to purchase 
a 
bull for his own exclusive use, and 
at the same time allow the selec­ 
tion of a better one through 
the 
pooling of purchase money hy sev­ 
eral men. 
With two or three of 
these blocks (block is a term used 
for four or five men who own one 
hull co-operafivcly) it means a di­ 
rect saving in the number of bulls 
purchased, for after a sire has been 
used two or three years 
in 
one 
hlock. he may be traded for the one 
o ^ e d by a neighboring block 
and 
thus prevent the slaughter or sale 
of a bull simply because he can no 
longer be. used -in the herd without 
inbreeding and its attendant evils. 
Co-operative buying of feed 
and 
dairy supplies is 
widely practiced 
in Cow Test Associations. It is sound 
business'•principle to purchase sup­ 
pliers in large quantities, it is 
of 
course impossible for an indviduai 
to buy in term s of car lots, but en­ 
tirely possible for a Cow Test As­ 
sociation acting as a unit to do' s'd.’

The advantage of íhe Cow Test 
Association plan over th at of a group 
of farm ers acting together in coop­ 
erative 
enterprises 
and 
improving 
present dairy practices etc., individ­ 
ually or collectively is this: 
Both 
types of organizations are equal as 
lar as 
resident 
officers 
are 
con­ 
cerned, th at is the President, Secre­ 
tary, Treasurer, etc. The Cow Test 
Association however, provides 
for 
the employment at a nominal rate 
to individual members of a man es­

ously instead of having hard times and prosperity follow 
each other like the spokes of a revolving wheel. 
- When it comes to money making, life is either a feaet or 
a famine. There seems to be no half-way "point, over any 
extended period of time. _^ 


Colonel Leonard W. Ayres, statistician, has recently 


shown that in the last 60 years two out of every five years 
were periods of serious business depression. 


It's about time we took this up as our basic problem of 


economics.^ From it,_ sprout nearly all the other serious 


_ problems. 


A favorite chant of the -business experts is~thal business 


runs in cycles—up and down, like waves. 
Prices rise to a 


certain high point, then topple and slump far below normal, 
then up, again down, and so on, generation after generation. 


Business^ failures, industrial activity and all other 


branches of our common 'system of "earning a living" rise 
and fall in similar cycles or waves. 


.The econcmists point out that all this is,following a nat-
